One 
man put a gun to Mr. Moore’s stomach 
with one hand and struck him on the 
jaw with the other. The others looted 
the editor’s desk.

ROBBER CAUGHT 


' Confesses He Directed 
Vault Raid.

Captured with seven other men in a. 
sensational roundup conducted yester- 
day by deputy sheriffs of Franklin

John Gardner, described by the police | 
as the ace of safecrackers, confessed 


that he directed the $100,000 robbery 
last Aug. 28 of the Masonic temple 


His arrest cu)minated a widespread 
search by government authorities, pri- 
vate detectives, and the police. He is 
said to have committed more than twen- 
ty-five bank and postoffice robberies. 
The specific charges upon which he

All plans had been perfected for the 
robbery of the Benton State bank, an 
institution with deposits of $1,100,000 
situated in the county seat of Franklin 
county. Deputy Sheriff Henry Dorris, 
who led the roundup of yesté#day, dis- 
covered a lot of nitro-glycerin, acet- 
ylene torches, and a complete kit of 
safe cracking paraphernalia. 


Moonshine Brings Arrest. 


Gardner, who is noted for mapping 
his robberies with the strategy of a 
military genius, had been encamped 
with his band near Benton for about 
two weeks. They posed as Chicagoans 
on a fishing trip. Moonshine and in- 
fatuation for a woman caused Gard- 
ner’s arrest. He had boasted in a sa- 
loon at Benton that he would “part 
with my right arm before I would lose 
my sweetheart’s picture.” | 

Then he uncovered his arm. Tat- 
tooed just. below the, elbow was the 
Ikeness of a woman. One of the cus- 
tomers of the saloon remarked about

First Call on Telephone.

, With the death of Mrs. Josefa Bla- 
zek, one of the “ Siamese” twins, con- 
sidered to be imminent at midnight, 
physicians at the West End hospital 
pleaded with Franz Blazek, 12, son of 
Josefa, to permit an operation to save 
the life of Rosa. | 

The son refused to sanction use 

of the knife to separate the sisters. 
Dr. Benjamin H. Breakstone, chief of 
the surgical staff at the hospital, said 
an operation was the only means of 
saving Rosa. 

Dr. Breakstone shortly: after mid- 
night summoned other physicians for 
a consultation. Josefa has been un- 
conscious nearly twenty-four hours 
and has been kept alive by artificial 
respiration. Rosa, made ill by her 
sister’s critica] state, pleaded with the 
attending physicians to let her die. 

“Life is not worth living if Josefa 
goes,” she said. 


Death a Matter of Hours. 

“Tam certain I can save Josefa and 
Rosa, too, if this son, Franz, would 
only be sensible and permit the oper- 
ation,” declared Dr. Breakstone. “ Oth- 
erwise the death of Josefa will occur 
before morning and I canont say what 
will happen to Rosa,” 

The twins became ill with jaundice a 
few weeks ago. Both were apparently 
cured when Josefa developed what phy- 
sicians was a severe lung ailment. 

Rosa and Josefa wete born in Aus- 
trial forty-three years ago. They came 
to the United States a year ago after 
touring Europe for a decade. Josefa 
gave birth to a son. 

Dr. Breakstone declared early this 
morning that if he could gain the ap- 
proval of a sufficient number of reputa- 
ble Chicago physicians he would per- 
form the operation on the twins over 
the mandate of the son, who, the doc- 
tor said, “thought only of himself.” 

How They Are Joined. 

The twins are joined at the hips, 
extending up to the lower stomach 
by a foot thick wall of ligament, bone, 
muscle, and vital organs. The bone 
in this formation alone, X-ray shows, 
is 44%, inches thick. To make the 
problem more delicate, each has or- 
gans vital to life, so arranged that 
both can live together but which would 
require almost superhuman skill on 
the part of the surgeons to cause to 
function for one alone. So far as the 
surgeons have been able to determine, 
however, the nervous system of each 
is separate and an operation-could be 
performed on Rosa without the entire 
nervous shock if Josefa should die. 

If Rosa should survive the parting 
thus required the surgeons would the, 
have to severe one leg entirely, now 
completely turned from its normal po- 
sition, and twist it around into a hip 
socket that is there but which has 
never had the joint in it. 

One reason doctors believe the sisters 
would die together is their extraordi- 
nary sensitiveness to each other’s phys- 
ical and mental conditions. If one is 
hungry the other is hungry and the: 
have always eaten five heavy meals 
aday. If one has had a headache, the 
other has had some nervous reaction. 
If one has caught cold, the symptoms 
have almost immediately shown in the 
other.

RATIFIED 
SENATE, 


“Subs” and Gas Pact 
Wins Unanimously. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., March 29.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The international agreement to 
reduce and restrict the navies of ‘the 
great powers was ratified by the sen- 
ate today by a vote of 74 to 1. Senator 
France [Md.], Republican, cast the 
negative vote. 

The treaty, which President Hard- 


ing’s statesmanship brought into being, 


which was the prime object of the in- 
ternational conference he called and 
which represents the dream of states- 
men for decades, halts the ruinous 
competition in navy building, sends 
sixty-six warships built and building 
to the scrap heap, establishes a ten 
year naval holiday, and restricts the 
size of the American, British, and Jap- 
anese navies in the ratio of 5-5-3. 

- U. S. Makes Good Arrangements. 

With the four power Pacific treaty 
and the navy reduction agreement ap- 
proved by the senate, America has 
made good already the most important 
of her engagements to the other pow- 
ers in the arms conference. Ratifica- 
tion by the other signatories of the 
treaties safeguarding American inter- 
ests and stabilizing peace in the Pa- 
cific, and reducing the burden of 
armament taxation for all the powers 
concerned is — to follow speed- 
ily. 

Following the einen unanimous ap- 
proval of the navy reduction treaty 
the senate, in anf €x burst 
of speed and with equal absence of 
partisanship, ratified the treaty prohib- 
iting the use of poison gas and restrict- 
ing the use of submarines in warfare 
The vote was 71 to 0, 


China Treaty Up Today. 

The nine power treaty relating to 
China is next on the program. It 
may be ratified tomorrow. Only the 
Chinese tariff treaty will then remain 
and this may be approved practically 
without debate. Republican leaders 
have every expectation of completing 
the senate’s part in making the arma- 


ij ment conference a success before the 


end of the week. 
Republican “irreconcilables” and 
Democratic opponents of the four pow- 


er pact hopped upon the band wagon — 


with alacrity to record their votes in 
favor of ratification when the naval 
agreement and the submarine and gas 
treaty came up today. Senator France 
based his epposition on the contention 
that the United States should continue 
building the largest navy in the world 
until all the other nations are willing 
to come into a perfect agreement of 
peace and brotherly love. 


Borah Approves Naval Pact. 

Senator Borah [Idaho], Republi¢an, 
chronic opponent of treaties, came out 
as an advocate of the naval agreement,, 
as well as the submarine and gas 
treaty. For several Years he has 
been advocating just guch an arrange- 
ment as the naval treaty provides and 
he told the senate today he considered 
it a step in the right direction. 

“TI am glad that this treaty is here 
and that I have an opportunity to vote 
for it,” said Senator Borah. “I arise 
to suggest, however, that it ought to 
be considered as the beginning, and 
only as the beginning, of the work for 
disarmament. I have no doubt that 
this treaty represents all that could be 
obtained from the ee confer- 
ence.’ 


Sees Cause for Concern. 
Senator Borah also said it would be 


a cause for concern if the maritime - 


nations, relieved from the necessity for 
competing against each other In capital 
ship building, should now~turn theie 
energies and resources into vast sub- 
marine and aircraft programs:

No Provision for Emergency. 

“The size of the peace garrisons reo- 
ommended for Hawaii and the Panama 
canal zone,’”’ Gen. Pershing added, “ is 
the minimum with which their missions 
can be performed. Any material de- 
crease in their size will make them 
ineffective and possibly invite attack. 
The importance of these possessions 
in the plan of national defense; the ex- 
pense of maintaining them; the fact 
that they must be defended by the reg- 
ular army, and the difficulty of supply- 
ing adequate reinforcements in an 
emergency 4&1] demand that the defend- 
ing force be reasonably effective and 
that the personnel be definitely allo- 
cated from whatever strength congress 
authorizes for the regular army.”

BOOK MILLIONS 


Charges Excess Levies by 
‘School Board. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 
The Civic ‘federation appealed to 


In this appeal the federation made a 
sensational charage against the Chi- 
cago Board of Education. The last 
genera! assembly passed a law permit- 
ting the board to levy a tax to supply 
free text books. : 

The board levied $1,400,000 last year 
and $1,500,000 this year. A total of 
$2,900,000, which the federation as- 
serts the board has said is enough to 
supply free text books for five years 
On the charge the federation says: 

“In 1921 the board of education 
published a pamphlet in which the 
estimated cost of supplying free text 
books, based on post-war peak prices, 
was given as follows: First year, 
$936,000; second vear, $589.300: third 
and subsequent years, $465,000. 
Where Is Money Going? 

“In view of these figures and of 
the fact that no text books were pur- 
chased for the first half of the pres- 
ent schol year, and that Supt. Morten- 
son’s orderly plans for securing esti- 
mates were overturned by the board, 
and that a most confused situation 
now exists, taxpayers may well be in- 
quisitive as to what is being done with 
the free text book money now in col- 
lection, and what will be done with the 
$1,500,000 now ordered

“Every taxpayer, direct and indi- 
y,” reads the Federation statement, 
“where every candidate and his back- 
ers stand on questions affecting the 
voters’ pocketbook—the public treas- 
ury. 

The federation gives the appropria- 
tions for local government in 1916 as 
$90,873,586.

Why? Because when taxes are increased on homes, apartments, stores and other build- 
ings, the landlord raises the rent and the merchant raises the price of commodities to 
take care of the increase in taxes. Everybody 1s hit. But why are taxes increased? ‘Here 
is your answer: In-1916 it cost $63,000,000 to run the City of Chicago. In 1922 it’cost 

~ $122,000,000—nearly double. Some way had to be found to pay the difference. 


The state legislature at Springfield therefore increased the tax rates from 2 per cent " 
4 per cent on the full value of all property. To demonstrate—suppose a man owned

quarts. Put lime in pitcher, add water, 
and stir until you fill the pitcher. 
Let this stand for twenty-four hours. 
Pour off all the water, leaving the 
lime at the bottom. Now fill again 
with water. Stir thoroughly, and then 
tie a piece of muslin aver the top so 
as to keep dust out. Let this stand for 
twenty-four hours. Carefully pour this 
water. off into bottles that can be 
corked. You can add water to the lime 
in the pitcher until it is all used up. 
Pour a little of the lime water into a 
glass, take some in the mouth; force it 
back and forth between the teeth with 
the aid of the tongue andecheeks until 
it foams.

Fried Eggs. 


The other day I was called upon, 
through a letter, to settle a controver- 
sy about the popping of eggs in a fry- 
ing pan. One said that only the fresh- 
est of eggs popped, and the other said 
the popping was a@ sign that the egg 
was stale. I said it did not make any 
difference whether an egg was fresh 
or stale, it would pop if the fat was 
too hot, smoking hot especially. An 
erg will not be truly edible when 
cooked in such. It is bony. . 

It is the white of an egg that strikes 
the hot fat. The white of egg is 85 
per cent water. When water strikes 
hot fat there is a commotion, and the 
hotter the fat the greater the commo- 
tion.

Religion Is Called 
Universal Element 
in All Education 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 


was emphasized by J. J. Tigert, com- 
missioner of education of the United 
States, in an address last evening at 
the opening public session of the Re- 
ligious Education association at the 
Congress hotel. 


“ Religion, not simply morality, is 
the most universal element in educa- 
tion,” he said. “It is a powerful and 
often the most powerful force in life. 
Great philosophies require a deity to 
explain the universe.” 

Mr. Tigert reviewed the experience 
of Germany to prove that science, cul- 
ture, and philosophy unrelated to re- 
ligion nearly ruined the nation. 


“To quote Billy Sunday,” he said, 
“if you should turn hell upside down 
you would read on it ‘Made in Ger- 
many.’ The history of France has 
Proven that the teaching of ethics 
apart from religion is not enough to 
stop crime. 

“I strongly advocate mora) instruc- 
tion in public schools. I believe in 
teaching the stories of golden deeds 
and instructing in the various virtues, 
but moral instruction requires the re- 
inforcement of religion.” 

Dr. Arlo A. Brown, president of the 
University of Chattanooga, Chattanoo- 
ga, Tenn., formerly of Chicago, who 
spoke on “ What Religious Education 
Can Do to Meet the World's Needs,” de-
